| | of the 2011 All-American con- 
test. As usual, the contest had 

some close races and some dominant 
winners. There were ten unanimous 
All-Americans this year including 
the winners of six of the eight cow 
classes. Most of those Unanimous 
All-Americans won at two National 
Shows, a major undertaking for any 
exhibitor and an effort that certainly 
helps promote our breed by getting 
the very best animals in front of as 
many people as possible. 

I'd like to mention a couple Seth Johnson 
things that really stood out for me this year in the All-American con- 
test. 

The first is the accomplishments of Adams Creek Farm from 
Bangor, Wisconsin. Steve and Debbie Nuttleman and their daughters 
Alyssa and Kate had a “dream year” in 2011 in the show ring as they 
tied for Premier Breeder honors at Madison and saw six All-American 
nominations with their prefix. Four of those animals ended up being 
named All-American! The stunning aspect of this story is that the Nut- 
tlemans only milk about 25 Guernseys and they only own two of the 
six nominees that they bred. All of the non-owned nominees were sold 
through public auctions — as a heifer or as an embryo. Nearly every 
animal on the farm is a potential sale consignment when I visit the 
farm each spring. The Nuttlemans are certainly committed sellers and 
buyers at sales each year. The farm employs an aggressive ET program 
and treats each calf as if she might be the next “great one”. An extra 
bonus is that their cow, Marshdene Magic Mary, who just turned 12 
and is doing great, continues to define herself as one of the premier 
brood cows in the breed. After her family provided 6 All-American 
nominations in 2010, they came back with a pair of awesome cows in 
2011 that became the All-American Jr. 2-Year-Old and a nominated Jr. 
3-Year-Old. That pair of cows were also named the HM All-American 
Produce of Dam. 

Speaking of cows that pass on their best attributes, the family start- 
ed by Sunrise Luxury Tami at Knapps Guernseys in Epworth, Iowa, 
continues to prove that great Guernseys do breed on. After three nomi- 
nations in 2010, this cow family accounted five individual nominees in 
2011 with one All-American, a Reserve, a pair of Honorable Mentions 
and one nominee. The family also provided the All-American Produce 
of Dam, All-American Best 3 Females and four of the five individuals 
in the Knapp’s Res. AA Exhibitor’s Herd. The Knapps of course have 
been busy multiplying this family through embryo work on Tami and 
her EX-91 daughter Ace Tamera. This story is yet another example of 
great Guernseys encountering great management and rewarding their 
owners many times over. 

Don’t forget that March 31 is the deadline for many of the AGA 
and AGYA contests and recognition programs. Nominations for AGA 
Distinguished Service, Master Breeder and National Outstanding 
Young Farmer are all due at the end of this month. If you feel there is 
someone deserving of these awards, please work to nominate them or 
get together with others to do so. While consideration for most produc- 
tion programs is automatic, the Living Lifetime recognition must be 
applied for. If you had a cow on test at any time in 2011 that has over 
180,000M, 9,000F or 6,000P she should be entered in this contest. 
The top ten cows in each category are recognized in the June Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Journal. Applications for these awards can be found at 
www.usguernsey.com/awards.htm. 

There are many youth awards and scholarships that must be applied 
for by March 31. Go to www.usguernsey.com/youth.htm to find entry 
forms. AGA awards at least five different scholarships each year — don’t 
miss out on this source of funding to help further your education!

n the past year there have been many 

daughters of Challenge sons freshening 

all over the country. I have talked about 
several already in recent months, namely 
Blue Spruce, American Pie, Mint and Be- 
hold. All of these bulls have daughters 
that have impressed me and all of them are 
consistently siring very good udders. Re- 
cently I have seen more Idle Gold C Be- 
hold daughters that have had outstanding 
udders! The attachments are very strong, 
they have width and capacity to the rear 
udders giving evidence of strong milk pro- 
duction, and they have veining on the ud- 
der with correct teat size and placement. | 
still will recommend when using Behold 
that you use him on a cow with adequate 
strength and width of frame. The Behold 
daughters lack enough width, especially in 


the front end. As he continues to add more 
daughters in April, | would not be surprised 
if his proof continues to improve and his 
pedigree is a bit unique, being the only bull 
from that maternal family in A.I. 

The latest Challenge son that I have 
seen plenty of daughters of is Flambeau 
Manor C Lexus-ET. The Lexus daughters 
that I have classified can best be described 
by one word - immature. This is not un- 
expected as he is a Challenge son out of 
a Goliath, two bulls known for longevity 
and animals that get better with time. The 
Lexus daughters have well-attached udders 
and they have good feet and legs. The main 
thing with Lexus is I would like to see more 
overall width and angularity. They also 
could use more height, width and capacity 
of rear udder. The Lexus daughters certain- 
ly don’t appear to be the milkiest two-year- 
olds; however, they should get better with 
age as they mature in their frames and ud- 
der. The one thing I can definitely say is his 
daughters are very consistent. He now has 
17 daughters classified and their scores all 
range between 75-82 points. By the April 
proof run we will definitely have a lot more 
information at our discretion for Lexus than 
we did in December. 

wanted to give a little update on two 
other bulls that I have reported on in re- 
cent months, based on some daughters that 
I have seen recently. Another bull that is 
throwing a very consistent pattern is Oak 
Knob Maxie Laredo. In the October 2011 
Guernsey Breeders Journal, I talked about 
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how Laredo was sampled and that his 
daughters looked a lot like his dam. Lar- 
edo was added to the active A.I. list in De- 
cember and provides some diversity to the 
active lineup without sacrificing type or 
production. The Laredo daughters are me- 
dium statured, well-balanced cows with a 
nice combination of dairyness and strength. 
I have been most impressed with the udders 
being youthful and high above the hock 
but also with the capacity to produce high 
volumes of milk. Seventeen Laredo 2-year- 
olds have been scored at this time with 12 
of those in the Very Good category. He had 
a very solid December 2011 proof and I 
would expect that to improve in April. 

The last bull is one I have written plenty 
about - Sniders Ronalds Alstar. I noticed a 
pattern in recent daughters I have seen that 
I wanted to pass along. The Alstar daugh- 
ters have great feet and legs! The one trait 
that I have always admired in the Alstar 
daughters is their dairy quality and great 
will to milk. This superior bone quality can 
be found in the feet and legs of the Alstar 
daughters as well. I have admired the set 
to the hind legs from both the side and rear 
view. They also have a very clean, flat bone 
throughout the leg and hock and walk on a 
steep foot. As has always been the case, the 
Alstars do lack a little width and you need 
to keep that in mind and use him on those 
big, strong powerful cows that you consider 
coarse and lacking refinement.

at started out as a conversation 

in passing with my advisor, Mike 

Van Amburgh, quickly turned 

into a flight over the ocean to study in one of 

United Kingdom’s most recognizable agri- 

cultural University Colleges. English as my 

only language and an interest in dairy nutri- 

tion were additional incentives, but overall it 

was a “why not, you only live once” spur of 
the moment that I will never regret. 

After flying to Germany with my best 
friend Anika, then meeting up with the Cor- 
nell University Dairy Science Club in Italy, 
I was on my flight with 125 pounds of lug- 
gage (a maximum of 75 pounds is allowed). 
Being college students though, Anika and | 
were very resourceful and frugal. Instead of 
paying 15 Euros for every 2 pounds over, 
we layered on as many clothes as possible, 
walked to security, and to the tune of the 
security guy’s whistles, we stripped off the 
14 layers. What a great friend, and start to a 
three-month study abroad in England. 

When I arrived at my flat (dorm) in 
Harper Adams University College, I real- 
ized that I had not packed a towel. Not a 
problem though because I had an extra bed 
sheet. After I had dried off from the shower, 
I hung my bed sheet over my door to dry. 
No questions would have been asked, ex- 
cept at Harper Adams there is the luxury 
and royal treatment of room cleaning and 
laundry are all done for you. When I came 
back to my room, Linda, the flat cleaner, 
let me know “my secret would be safe with 
her”. My puzzled expres- 
sion let her know I had not 
a clue what she was talking 
about. “Your bed sheet, I saw 
it. It is okay though, you are 
probably just nervous be- 
ing so far from home.”-She 
thought I had wet my bed! I 
told her what really had hap- 
pened, and now I have tow- 
els. Thank goodness for their 
wonderful service and that 
there will no longer be the 
stereotype: Americans wet 
their bed. 

A similar embarrassing 
American story happened 
when I was shopping for 


pants. I picked up several pairs but could 
not understand why I was not allowed to try 
them on. The sizes are not the same, and I 
was not going to buy a pair without seeing 
if they fit. Convinced I was being discrimi- 
nated against or at least a part of a prank 
TV show, I asked for the manager. The 
manager, or should I say translator, told me 
I wanted to try trousers on, not pants. Pants 
are underwear here in the United Kingdom. 
Although everyone speaks English, there 
still is a language barrier-more apparent 
at some points than others. “What did you 
say?” is my common question, as everyone 
has a different accent depending on where 
they come from in the UK. Whether North- 
ern Ireland, Scotland, Bristol or Yorkshire, 
the people stay rooted to their native land 
by accents. I still firmly believe motorists in 
the UK drive on the wrong side of the road; 
I flinch every time I am in the car. 

I am currently taking nine classes di- 
versified in topics of my interest-Animal 
Science and International Agricultural 
Politics. Modules (classes) like Economic 
Policy, International Marketing, and Farm 
Law explain policy implications of the 
United Kingdom and the relationship with 
the European Union. My interest in Dairy 
Nutrition has been enriched and diversified 
though classes like Soil and Plant Nutrition, 
as well as Farm Animal Nutrition (Sheep 
are a main focus here). I am currently con- 
ducting research on the mineral content in 
water and feedstuffs in England. Not only 
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have I been able to visit various farms 
across the country, but I have learned more 
about minerals than I ever expected. 

Networking is critical in this small 
world. I am in the process of setting up 
an externship with England’s Chairman of 
Animal Health and Welfare Board, himself 
an Alumni of Harper Adams. He came and 
gave a speech about new policy implica- 
tions for the coming years. “A once in a 
lifetime opportunity to empower farmers 
and animal keepers, build trust and forge 
a working partnership at all levels.” - the 
mission statement to the Animal Health and 
Welfare Board of England. 

Kerri, my older sister, gave me a list of 
30 things to do while I was in England. I 
am halfway there. I have baked crumpets, 
watched rugby (I love it), and toured a 
castle. I still have to play cricket, meet the 
queen and build a stone wall. It is a good 
thing, | have two months left. There is so 
much to do and so little time. 

Since being here in England, I have 
learned to live by three main themes proven 
to be beneficial and applicable to everyday 
life. 1) When you hear of an opportunity take 
advantage of it. Don’t let time decide, you 
may miss out. 2) Don’t take no for answer, 
even if it means having the manager trans- 
late. 3) Network with everyone. The small 
world is like a web, everyone is connected. 

I would not change my experience or 
my decision to come here for anything.

Adams and Europe you can 
view/follow me on my blog 
betseysbedtimestories. 
blogspot.com I am trying to 
keep it as current as possi- 
ble. As my Economic Policy 
lecturer said, “The barriers 
between nations are no lon- 
i ger geographic, but instead 
public interest. Take advan- 
tage of opportunities. Who 
knows, you may be treated 
like royalty.

George was born on March 14, 1926, to 
George W. and Olga (Larson) Peterson in 
Baldwin, Wisconsin.

As it turned out, Apple was the last Guern- 
sey calf that was born on Welcome Stock 
Farm and as my Grandpa put it, “Wouldn’t 
make a show calf.” He offered to find me 
a much better Guernsey. Telling that to a

After 
much deliberation, it was finally decided 
that we were going to redesign our tie-stall 
barn into our own version of a flat-barn par- 
lor. We added a pipeline and built a small 
milk house with a bulk tank. In 2007, not 
even five months after beginning renova- 
tions we were shipping milk from the farm.

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Lyrene May Rose Prince 


yle Hunsberger of Michigan is a leg- 
end in Guernsey breeding due to the 

vast influence of his Lyrene breeding 
program across the Guernsey breed. None 
of his many outstanding contributions shine 
brighter than the bull Lyrene May Rose 
Prince, born in 1960. 

His dam, Lyrene Emorys Polly, EX-92, 
completed seven lactations totaling over 
100,000M with a lifetime fat test of 5.2%. 
She was never tested for protein. A prolific 
show cow, she was part of the HM AIll- 
American Best 3 Females in 1959 and the 
Res. All-American Best 3 in 1960. 

A NOBA (now part of Genex) sire book 
from 1974 shows that May Rose Prince sired 
the All-American Sr. Get of Sire in 1972, 
as well as the All-American 2-Year-Olds in 
1970 and 1971. It points out that he had over 
1,100 daughters that averaged 84.8 points. 

Sniders Prince Lily, born in 1975, made

the highest milk and fat records among the 
May Rose Prince daughters. This EX-90 
Gold Star dam made three class-leading re- 
cords in her career with her highest being 
5-04 365D 27,000M 5.1% 1,377F. 

The highest scored daughter of May Rose 
Prince was born over 30 years after her sire, 
in 1991. GR-Knapps Princess Diana scored 
EX-94 in 1998. His second-highest scored 
daughter is also his most famous - U V M 
Princess Ramona, EX-93. She is the dam of 
Maurana Wis Telestar. Through Telestar, 
who was born in 1973, May Rose Prince 
ensured that he would be found in many of 
the top pedigrees in the breed for decades to 
come. Lyrene Wistar Deacon, born in 1970, 
was another high-profile bull from a May 
Rose Prince dam. Both Deacon and Telestar 
were sons of Lyrene Myras Wistar. Wistar 
was at Select Sires and widely used. This 
shows how well the various Lyrene blood- 
lines combined with each other. 

Hornback Farms Prince Extra was a Prince 
son at ABS (born in 1973) that made an im- 
pression on the breed. Lyrene Prince Don was 
another son that left about 900 daughters. His 
3-generation pedigree shows only Lyrene 
breeding on the top and bottom side. 

Larry Georgeson of Madison, Wisconin, 
remembers the Prince daughters that were so 
prevalent in the 1970's. “He added lots of stat- 
ure and width,” he recalls. “They had good ud- 
ders, but maybe not truly fancy udders.” 

In his career, May Rose Prince sired 793 
Registered Guernsey sons. Lyrene Farm 
alone registered 23, all born in the late 
1960's. “In the early 1970's, if you went 


to a farm that used a bull, you could almost 
count on finding a May Rose Prince son in 
the pens,” remembers Larry Georgeson. 
AGA records show that there were 509 sons 
registered from May Rose Prince dams, fur- 
thering his influence. 

Given that Lyrene May Rose Prince only 
had a couple sons that really made an impact 
and a couple grandsons that left a lasting 
mark, one might assume that his genes are 
not pervasive in the breed today. However, 
almost exclusively through Maurana Wis 
Telestar, his son Fayette and grandson Per- 
fecto, May Rose Prince can be found in the 
pedigree of every single Active AI sire on 
the December 2011 list.
